perform thelr regular duties, and in case of 
emergoncy they would certainly be found 
wantirg. We hear Major Danlop is anz-

BARON OVERRBECK'S CESSION IN 
BORNEO. 
(Straits Times.) 

The question of the cession and the 
eruntingy of a charter for o territory in 
the north of Borneo is still under the 
consitleration of the Foreign Office at 
home, but it is said that now Parlia- | 
ment js over and Lord Granville has 
some little leisure from the exigencies 
of leyislation and party leadership, the | 
matter will receive his earnest attention 
and some definite decision will be given 
hefore Jong. What that decision will 
be is very doubtful. Sir Charles Dilke’s 
replies to the various interpellations 
upon the subject in the House of Com- 
mons were on the one hand rather 
encouraging to the hopes of a charter 
being granted, but on the other hand 
one of the guiding principles of the 
Gladstone Government, openly — and 
repeatedly avowed by several of its 
leading members, 18 hostility to the ex- 
tension of the empire’s territory and 
responsibility. It would not, therefore, 
be surprising that the ultimate decision 
should be a refusal to have anything to 
do with the project. In that case, the 
probubility is duit Baron Overbeck will 
apply to Germany, and there are rum- 
ours that he hus already dons so, and 
that his overtures have thos favorably 
received by Price Bismarck, whe has 
just been appointed Minister of Com- 
‘meree, and whe is known to be desirous 
of securing some standpoint in the Last 
and in the South Seas for the develop- 
meut of German commerce and German 
colonisation. ‘The Chancellor has given 
great encouragement to the formation of 
the German ‘trading Company which has 
taken over the business of the great 
house of Godefroy & Co, in the South Seas, 
which recently failed, and tho Samoan 
Inlanda are-now more or less German ter- 
ritory. ‘There could be no better or more 
eligible station for Prince Bismarck’s 
purposes than the North- Hast of Borneo, 
and if€2ngland lets slip the opportunity, 
now offered her, there can be no reasun 
why Germany should not take advan- 
tage of it, however much we may regret 
that the Gladstone Government should 
be so blind,

(Mr ©. Goode, J.P.), occupied one of 
the side boxes. 

The Chairman said he had the pleas- 
ing duty that evening of introducing to 
the audience Mr Granville Sharp, who 
was to lecture on “The Chinese at home 
andabroud.” Many people had thought 
from the action lie bud taken,with regard 
to the - Chinese Grice that Mr Sharp 
was present-to tell them about the worst 
features of the Chinese race.) He had 


had had plenty of opportunities to ob- 
serve the character and general hebits 
of the Chinese, ao that on these points 
he would speak with some authority, 
while he might be able to disnbuse the 
minds of some persons of projndices 
they had formed 1s to the’ moral 
character of the race to which he had 
referred. (Applause). 

Tho Lecturer, who was received with 
applause, began by pointing ont that he 
bad been induced to deliver his lecture 
from the fact that on arriving in this 
colony ho found that there was a strong 
Popular feeling against Chineso immi- 
uration, and im favor of restricting it. 
he material progress which he had wit- 
nessed in this colony had sroused his 
astonishment, but nothing had surprised 
him more thin the great intelligence 
generally manifested by the working 
men. Ithad been a real education to 
ltim to visit these colonies, and to see in 
all directions the wonderful fruits of the 
industry and intelligence of its people. 
fe was sorry that more working men 
were not present that evening to hear 
what he had to say on the question 
which was now being so warmly dis- 
cussed, The importanco of the Chinese 
question could be seen from the fact that 
several Bills had been introduced to den] 
with it in these colonies, and that it had 
been the subject of many debates in the 
colonial Legislatures and elsewhere. It 
was also a question which had very 
greatly influenced the‘ last Victorian 
election. He was not surprised to find 
such a general antipathy towards the 
Chinese as there now appeared to be. 
‘The Chinese were incomprehensible, and 
be felt that he knew less of them now 
than he thought he knew some 25 years 
ago, But in venturing to express his 
dissent from the popular feeling ngainst 
them he hoped he would not be credited 
with any interested motives. It was 
not necessary for him to stand forward 
as their champion. The Chinese, he 
believed, were well able to take care of 
themselves, as they had done for the Inst 
four thousand years; and any attempt 
toilltreat them in this colony or else- 
where would only recoil on the aggressor. 
To illustrate this he referred to the 
system of slavery, and he pointed out 
hiow it injured those who had maintained 
it, Tt was Granville Sharp, his relative, 
who succeeded in obtaining from the 
highest court in England the declaration 
that tho slave who stepped on British 
soil was at that instant free. The day 
that verdict was pronounced was a good 
day for the slave, but it was a better day 
fur the master. The white man’s heart 
had suffered more than the bluck man’s 
skin, and the oppressor had done worse 
to himself then to those whom he op- 
pressed. Now the same policy which it 
was proposed to adopt towards the Chi- 
nese hud three centuries ago been at- 
tempted ngainst the Flemish refugees in 
England, When the Flemish Huguenots 
flocked to London the manufacturers in 
that city objected strongly to their com- 

etition in various branches of trade. 
The London. 'prentices raised riots 
aguinst the aliens, the storekecpers suid 
they-rnined their business, and a Bill 
dealing with the whole subject actanlly 
passed the House of Commons, althoug! 
owing tothe dissolution of Parliament 
it never hecame law. Nevertholess the 
Memish artisans gave an immense im- 
petus to manufacturing industry, and by 
their skill, labor, and intelligence they 
did far more than repay the English tor 
the generosity which offered them an 
asylum in their hour of need. It 
was indeed to the Flemings that Eng- 
land was indebted for her present 
proud eminence in the arts and manu- 
factures, Who knew how soon trouble 
mizht come on China, and her best 
subjects become wanderers; and if the: 
came to South Australia he would os: 
whether the British of this colony would 
recognise their great responsibility and 
respect the traditions that ching around 
their flag? ‘The hostility towards the 
Chinese by the people of this colon 
was shown by the exclusion from all 
Government contracts of tenders by 
Chinese, He did not wish to say too 
muuch on this point, but he would:re- 
mark that in his opinion if the Chinese 
were ta be excluded from the Australian 
colonies it should be done with the full 
concurrence of the home authorities 
and not by persecution. If China was 
willing to modify the provisions of her 
treaty with Great Britain s0 a8 to 
provide for thé regutation of the im- 
migration of her people to these colo- 
uies, well and good; but that was the 
only honest way'of grappling with the 
question, In an able and interesting 
manner the lecturer :hen proceeded to 
discuss the various charges made against 
the Chinese to justify their exclusion 
from British communities, nnd to answer 
them in detai— brea gaey dost 
them, that they emigrated without their 
wives, and that in the pursuit of illegi- 
timate indulgence they depraved the

Ft was 
unfortunate that the Obinere: could not 
bring--theig wives with them, but the 
authority of motheta in Qhiga was such 


that only the worst kind of women could 
succeed in getting sway with their 
husbands. Even in Hongkong, which 
was only 80 miles from Canton, only o 
few Chinese had their wives with them. 
They were only now beginning to bring 
them, alter wniting for 40 yenrs to see 
whether the Rritish were entitled to 
such a mark Of confidence. Tho dif- 
ficulty of bringing Chinese women waa 
immensely increased by Government 
interference. The lecturer then dealt nt 
length. with the charges of want of 
domestic refinement, and attention to the 
laws of health by the Uhinese, and also 
of their gambling propensities. In these 
matters be instituted a somewhat_favor- 
able comparison between the Chinese and 
the lower class of Europeans. The per- 
sonal clennliness of the Chinese, the 
taste. of their women in dressing, and 
the comforts of the homes belonging to 
the well-to-do, werk more particularly 
referred to, In regard to their gambling 
habits, he said they had a different 
metbod of gaubling from that of Euro- 
peans, but he liad yet to learn that they 
were such inveterate pamesters. The 
working man’s chief difficulty with 
record to the Chinese was that their 
close application und protracted hours of 
lebour, with their consistent and ex- 
treme economy amounting to parsimo- 
niousness, and their apparent indifference 
to the gritification of the palate, ren- 
dered competition by their more luxu. 
rious rivals quite impossible, In answer 
to these ebarges the lecturer alluded to 
the fact that the working men fortunately 
were better off than other Europeans in 
regard to the shortness of their hours. 
The Chinese, be pointed ‘out, worked 
Jong hours because they were excluded 
from the means of recreation which 
Europeans enjoyed 5 and so far as their 
temperance of living was concerned, he 
remarked that in this they were by no 
means altogether wrong. It was not in 
the needless multiplication of artificial 
wants that the national wealth of a pros 
perous people consisted, but in its pro- 
duetion over its expenditure, His main 
reply to the difficulty suggested by the 
working men was an expression of 
wonder that the cultivated Briton should 
fear the competition of the Chinese, 
The next charge against the Mongolians 
—that they were opium smokers—waa 
met by the statement that their vice in 
this respect was immensely exaggerated, 
and could not be compared for one 
moment with the terrible vice of drink- 
ing alcohol:c liquors to excess pravail- 
ing amongst Exropeans. In conclusion 
the lecturer summarised the various 
charges against the Chinese, and gave a 
general answer to them. He quoted the 
remark of our Saviour, “He that is 
without sin among you, let him cast the 
first stone.” "And bs added, 
“For a’ that and a’ that 

It's coming yet for a’ that, 

That man to man the world o'er 

Shull brothers be, for a’ that,” 

Mr C. Goode, (president .of the ase 
sociation) moved a vote of thanks to Mr 
Sharp for his able lecture.” Ho: pointed 
out that the Young Men's Christion Ag- 
sociation was entirely a non-political in- 
stitution, and was not pledged to any of 
the views which Mr Sharp had expressed, 
but he thought that gentleman had dana 
well in coming forward to expound the 
other side of a vexed question, 

The Hon. A. Campbell, seconded the 
motion, which was carried with acclama- 
tion, and the lecturer briefly replied. 

The Hon, W, Sandover moved a yota 
of thanks to the chairman, who in his 
opinion hud acted nobly under the cire 
cumstances in presiding on such an oce 
casion, He thought good would ba 
done hy the lecture os helping the 
ventilation of an important subject. 

Mr A. Grainger seconded the motion. 
He said the lecturer had done

Printed 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate,” Prices Our- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books. 

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, do. ‘The charge on them is the same 
asfor books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially writtea 
paper, it will not bo charged lesa than 5 
cents, 

Tho sendor of any Registered article 
may scoompany it with a Return Receipt

Tho limit of weight for Books snd Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
4 lbs.

The postage 
will be 20 cents per Ib., which will include 
Registration, The parcels may be wholly 
closed if they bear this special endorse- 
ment, Panag, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but 
apy parcebmay be opfoved by direction of 
the Postmaster General. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted ; 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed {as bandbores, 
&.) Glass, Liquids, Explosive substances, 
Matches, Indigo, Dyostufis, . Tec, Meat, 
Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
in dangerous to the Mails, or likely to be- 
come offensive or injurious in transit. 


B. Parcels will ass general rule be for 


warded by Private Ship, not by Contract 
Mail Packet. The Post Office reserves the 
right of selecting the opportunity for trant- 
mission, and of delaying delivery incase 
the number of parcels is such ,as to retard 
other correspondence. No responsibility 
is accepted with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration will socure the 
sonders against any but a very remote pro- 
bubility of loss. 


4. The public are cautioned not to con- 
found there facilities witha Parcel Post to 
Burope, &c., which does not exist, ‘ 
Most countries to which Hongkong for- 
wards Correspondence having joined the 
General Postal Union or being probable 
about to do 10, tt is necessary that tho 
following rules be strictly observed. 


1, No Letter or Packet, whetber to be 
registerod or uurogistered, can be received 
for Postagoit ttcontains gold or silver money, 
jewels, precious articles, or anything that, 
as a general rule, is Jiable to Customs 
duties. 


2. This Regulation prolate the sending 
of Pattorns of dutiable articles, unless the 
quantity sont bo so small es to make the 
samplo of no value. 


3. Tho limits of weight allowed are as 

follows :— 

Books and Papers—to British Offices, 
5 Ibs. ; to the Continent, &o, 4 Ibs. 

Patterne—to British Offices, 6 ibs. if with- 
out intrinsic value ; to the Continent, 
&o., 8 oz. 


Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence loat while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in cortain 
cases, provided :— 


1, That the sendor duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 


2. That the lettor was necursly enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 


3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster ‘Goneral of Hongkong im- 
mediately tho loss was discovered, the 
envolope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost. 


4. That the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the oorres- 
pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by tho dishoseaty or neyligence of any 
peraon not in the employment of the 
Hongkong*Poat Office. ? 


5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such os portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound books, do, 
which reach their destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition.

Money Order Regulations. 


1.—Money Orders are exchanged with 
tbe United Kingdom, New Soath Wales, 
Queensland, South ‘Australia and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 
‘Australis, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Japanese Empire. Hongkong also 
iseucs orders on Shanghai, and vice versa. 


2 —Simall sams may be remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps, subject to a charge of one per 
cent. for cashing them. 


3.—Many Money Orders aro supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
‘An application for an order* is filled up, 
and {s enclosed with o stamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearest issuing office. The application 
must be accompanied with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other eqoivalent of cash, an 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchange. Tho Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for the letter, if it 
were to be registred, as it always should 
be. Care should be taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices cloze some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails, 

4,-—No order must exoesd £10, or $50, 
or include any fraction ofa penny, nor will 
more than two such orders be issued to the 
same cerson, in favour of the same payeo, 
by thesame mail, Orders will be drawn 
| at the current rate of the dayt and paid at 
the rate of the day when the advice arrived.

Much trouble and disap 
pointment are caused by peteistent attompts 
to send mmali valuable trifles through the 
Post; Fans, Curios Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and similar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders bavi:
